Tuke a
spoontul every hour,  Kither disease
will disuppesr in twelve hoars.  For a
child. smaller doses, aceording to sge
If counties would compel their physici-
ans to use this, there would be no need
of pest houses. [t you value advice aud
experience, use this for that terrible
disease. .
